S tate Police and retired local 
su rg eon, 
Col. 
Georg e Fletcher 
Chandler, 9 1, died in this city 
early today . He had been activ e 
w ith the N ational Gu ard and af 
one 
tim e was 
commander of 
Company M, based at what is 
now the King ston Mu nicipal Au ­ 
ditoriu m . 
Prior to 19 17 there was no or­ 
g anized statew ide police force in 
New York State, bu t Dr. Chand­ 
ler conceiv ed the idea for su ch a 
g rou p and had worked for many 
y ears to bring it into being . May 
2, 19 17 , he was appointed by 
Gov ernor Charles S. Whitman as 
first su perintendent of the state 
police a post he held u ntil 1924. 
Prom inent in the medical field, 
he helped org anize Benedictine 
Sanitariu m , 
now 
Benedictine 
Hospital, in the early 19 00’s and 
later ran a priv ate hospital at 
Crown and John Streets. In 1904, 
COL GEORGE F. CHANDLER 
he joined the staff of King ston^ 
Hospital where he became v isit­ 
ing su rg eon and later chief of 
staff, a post he held u ntil his re­ 
tirem ent in September, 1932. 
He was a member and former 
president of the Ulster Cou nty 
Medical Society and du ring his 
medical career serv ed a nu mber 


of state and national medical 
posts. In 19 50 he was president 
of the New York Medical Ju ris­ 
pru dence Society . 
Dr. Chandler attended Sy ra­ 
cu se Univ ersity and g rau dated 
from the Colleg e of Phy sicians 
and Su rg eons, Colu mbia Univ er­ 


sity in 18 9 5. He interned at St. 
Vincent’s 
Hospital, 
New' 
York 
City where he was later assist­ 
ant v isiting su rg eon. In 18 9 8 he 
became 
phy sician 
to 
W ana- 
m aker’s Store, New York City 
and was said to be the first in­ 
du strial phy sician in the cou ntry .

Dr. 
Chandler serv ed his State and 
nation as a colonel in the N a­ 
tional Gu ard. 
He also serv ed on 
the Mex ican border (Ju ne 18, 
19 16-March 19 17 ) du ring the u p­ 
rising led by Pancho Villa. 
Dr. 
Chandler came ou t of the army 
March 
I, 
19 19 with 
rank 
of 
lieu tenant colonel in the Medical 
Corps. 
A fter his retirem ent in 19 32, 
he trav eled ex tensiv ely throu g h­ 
ou t Asia, Eu rope, Sou th A m er­ 
ica and the United States, m ak­ 
ing his residence in New York 
City . 
He retu rned to King ston 
abou t IO y ears ag o, making his 
home at the Gov ernor Clinton 
a, Hotel. 
Dr. Chandler had long been 
activ e in King ston and was a 
charter member of the local Ro­ 
tary Clu b. 
In 19 62 he serv ed as 
m arshal of the Memorial Day 
Parade and that same y ear was 
honored by the Association of

ing ways and means to restore 
world Communist unity. Under 
present conditions, that cannot 
be done. 
However, this seems an op­ 
portune time for Red China to 
use subtle diplomacy. Anxious- 
sounding pronouncements under 
the new Soviet leadership hint 
that the turmoil in high places 
in Moscow is not ended. 
The new regime, with Leonid 
I. 
Brezhnev 
commanding 
the 
party and Alexei N. Kosygin the 
government, still has a rather 
fragile, transitional look, and it 
is beset by innumerable contra­ 
dictory problems. 
The 
Bolshevik 
Revolution 
anniversary provides an oppor­ 
tunity for em international meet­ 
ing of Red leaders to survey the 
ailments of the world Commu­ 
nist 
movement 
against 
the 
background 
of 
Nikita 
Khru­ 
shchev’s dethronement. 
The Chinese would not 
talk 
with the Russians while Khru­ 
shchev remained in the Krem ­ 
lin. He was their chief target, 
the 
top 
revisionist, 
the 
man 
whose scalp w’as the price of 
even a tem porary lull in the 
noisy battle between Peking and 
Moscow’. 
Now that there is a new Soviet 
regime, Peking can claim it is 
willing to listen, to be reasona­ 
ble. This display of reasonable­ 
ness could serve later on as a 
new club for beating Russians 
on the head, lf Moscow should 


finally reject China’s price for 
muffling the dispute. 
The Russians have their own 
demands.

Qu ery ing hig h scho o l g radu ates who had g o ne o n 
to majo r in Edu catio n in co lleg e, the Pro ject Tal­ 
ent su rv ey o rs fo u nd that careers in pu blic scho o l 
teaching are m o re g enerally fav o red by y o u ng 
peo ple in "the bo tto m qu arter o f aptitu de distribu ­ 
tio n” than by tho se in the to p qu arter. They are 
the o nly o nes who can stand the stu pefy ing co u rses 
o f instru ctio n in o u r Teachers’ co lleg es. In no ting 
this “stro ng inv erse relatio n between aptitu de and 
cho o sing an Edu catio n pro g ram," the Co u ncil fo r 
Basic Edu catio n say s “we are co nv inced that if 
the resu lts o f Pro ject Talent were widely and 
pro perly disseminated, they wo u ld sho ck the na­ 
tio n.” 
Pro ject T alent deriv ed mu ch o f its info rma­ 
tio n by g iv ing tests and qu estio nnaires to 440,000 
hig h scho o l stu dents in so me 1,350 scho o ls thro u g h­ 
o u t the natio n. In Eng lish, 56 per cent o f the hig h 
scho o l senio rs saw no thing wro ng w ith “neither 
o f them arc” ; 26 per cent said “like he sho u ld” ; 
17 per cent saw' no need to capitalize “British” ; 
and o nly half o f the senio rs co u ld spell “breathe” 
co rrectly . 
In o ther su bjects the senio rs did ju st as badly . 
Twenty -fo u r per cent co u ld no t select the first 
w’o rds o f o u r natio nal anthem fro m a mu ltiple- 
cho ice o ffering o f fiv e po ssibilities.

B etter 
let carefu l parents keep their tax mo ney at ho me 
to pro mo te mo re edu catio nal g rassro o ts rebellio ns 
in their o wn bailiwicks.

The "taste” o f fla­ 
v o rs is lo st in diseases o f the no se o r o lfacto ry 
nerv e. 
X-ray treatm ents to y o u r sho u lder wo u ld 
no t cau se either o f these senso ry lo sses.

Do es it hav e any side ef­

ney disease.

Do es it hav e any side effects? 
A-—This preparatio n, like R au trax , is a co m­ 
binatio n o f a diu retic, reserpine (a rau wo lfia de­ 
riv ativ e) and pro to v eratrine. By co mbining these 
dru g s it is po ssible to keep the do se o f each o f 
them well belo w’ a dang ero u s lev el. 
This prepa­ 
ratio n sho u ld no t be u sed, ho wev er, w ith dig italis 
and if y o u hav e frequ ent skipped beats. 
Ev en 
.ttho u g h this is no t a sy mpto m to cau se alarm, 
y o u sho u ld sto p the dru g o r redu ce the do sag e. 
To o larg e a do sag e may cau se nau sea, dizziness, 
nasal stu ffiness o r g eneral peplessness. 
Q—My do cto r say s I hav e radicu litis o f the 
spine. 
Co u ld y o u su g g est any thing th at w'o u ld 
help me? 
A—Yo u hav e an inflammatio n o f the ro o t o f 
o ne o f the larg e nerv es that em erg es fro m y o u r 
spinal co rd. 
Mo v ements o f the spine u su ally 
cau se pain and when the pain is sev ere a back 
brace o r bo dy cast may hav e to be wo rn. Mean­ 
while y o u r do cto r sho u ld search fo r and remo v e 
the cau se, if po ssible.

A—In moat persona who complain of a loss 
of taste it is the sense of smell that has been 
lost. 
Taste per se, which is appreciated by the 
tongue, is limited to sweet, sour, salty and bitter. 
This sense may be lost in diseases of the tongue 
or the nerves that supply it. The "taste" of fla­ 
vors is lost in diseases of the nose or olfactory 
nerve. X-ray treatments to your shoulder would 
not cause either of these sensory losses. 
Q—My doctor is giving me Rautrax-N for 
high blood pressure.

fects and can it be bought without a prescription?

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SAUGERTIES NEWS 
Saugerties Board 
Approves Record 
Budget, $230,799 


A record $230,799 preliminary 
budget for 1965 was unanimous­ 
ly approved Thursday afternoon 
by Saugerties Town Board with­ 
out change and little comment 
following an uneventful public 
hearing attended only by mem­ 
bers of the board, a few town 
officials and members of 
the 
Press and Radio. 
Supervisor Peter M. Williams 
read the proposed budget and in­ 
dicated the amount of increase 
for each department. He stressed 
that 
the 
increase 
under 
the 
general fund which covers the 
actual cost of town government, 
is only $9,473.15. 
Breaks Tradition 
This means, he said that for 
the first time in the modem 
history of the town, taxes must 
be raised for the general fund 
covering local cost of govern­ 
ment. In previous years antici­ 
pated revenues covered all ex­ 
penditures and taxes were levied 
only to cover county charges and 
highway expenditures. 
Supervisor Williams said coats 
of legal action by the town to 
recover some $40,000 from the 
Maryland Casualty Company on 
a performance bond far work 
which the town claims is incom­ 
plete in a housing development 
a t Barclay Heights, makes up 
the 
greater 
amount 
of 
the 
$9,473.15 increase. 
He said if and when this money 
is recovered, it will be entered 
in the unexpended balance and 
used to lower the taxes in that 
year, The town floated loans to 
proceed with the drainage and 
road work at Barclay Heights. 
The annual cost of this with 
interest is $6,840. Legal fees to 
recover 
the 
defaulted 
perfor­ 
mance bond has been listed in 
the budget as $4,000. 
A total of $117,473.15 m ust be 
raised 
by 
taxation, 
compared 
with $102,414.60 left to be raised 
last year. 
Increases Justified 
Supervisor Williams reiterated 
th a t pay increases to heads of 
departm ents was justified some 
tim e ago due to the expansion of 
the township. Increased popula­ 
tion, additional roads, and addi­ 
tional services adds up to a great­ 
er workload, it was explained 
The supervisor received $500 
to $5,500; town clerk $500 to 
$5,000; superintendent of high­ 
ways $500 to $5,000, four coun­ 
cilmen each $500 to $1,500 each 
and $500 for justice of the peace 
salaries for a total of $4,400. 
Other increases approved in­ 
cluded $500 for the chairm an of 
the board of assessors and re­ 
ceiver of taxes. Two other asses­ 
sors each received $300 and high­ 
way department personnel will 
receive hourly increases in var­ 
ious categories according to job 
classification. 
A total of $106,500 m ust be 
raised by taxation for highway 
purposes, an increase of $3,500 
over last year. 
The town is gradually replac 
ing the old style voting machines 
and has nearly $2,000 in the 
budget this year for the first re­ 
placement. One old machine will 
be retired each year and traded 
for the new one. 
Supervisor Williams said a new 
gas heater had been installed in

Russell 
Street and lights are being in 
stalled at various intersections as 
a traffic safety measure.

Cites Importance 
For Elementary 
Grades Science 
A discussion by Mrs Evelyn 
Francello, teacher of the Second 
Grade in Glasco School, outlined 
recently in the form of sugges­ 
tions to parents in the arca of 
elementary science was of such 
importance to parents that it is 
published herewith. 
The presentation was originally 
made by Mrs. Francello at a 
recent 
Saugerties 
P-TA 
meet­ 
ing. 
In keeping with American Edu­ 
cation Week, 
Mrs. 
Francello’s 
presentation is produced here so 
that parents might help teachers 
help children. 
"Teachers enjoy teaching sci­ 
ence because it is a subject that 
children like. In 
the 
prim ary 
grades, science is not essential­ 
ly a text book subject, though in 
Saugerties we do have a basic 
text. But there is no set body 
of knowledge which 
must 
be 
mastered before the child is al­ 
lowed to go to the next grade. 
Rather the 
emphasis 
is 
upon 
doing, experimenting, and observ­ 
ing what goes on around him. 
Ideally, science is an action pro­ 
gram. 
"Unfortunately, 
in 
lower 
grades on split session, science 
is one of the areas we some­ 
times cannot cover. This does 
not mean that the year must be 
wasted for science is one area 
where you as parents can en­ 
courage your children with no 
fear of using the wrong method, 
and at the same time can help 
to fill those long mornings or 
afternoons at home with mean­ 
ingful activities. 
"Children are forever curious 
about the plant and animal life 
which they find in their own 
backyards. They are surrounded 
by fascinating machines, some 
of which are their own toys, 
but all of which bring up the 
question of what makes them 
work. They are 
interested 
in 
their own bodies and in 
what 
makes them function as they do. 
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They are awed by the mysteries 
of the heavens with their suns, 
moons, stars and planets. They 
are delighted by tales of pre­ 
historic monsters and by science 
fiction 
tales 
of exploration 
in 


I outer space. 
I 
"The prim ary grade child is * 
source of endless questions on a 
great variety of topics. If you 
find yourself running short 
of 
answers this would be a good 
time to acquaint your child with 
^he public library. It is surpris­ 
ing how many books on scientific 
subjects are available for young 
readers. Mrs. Laytonn is the li­ 
brarian 
rn 
Saugerties 
and 
if 
your are not fam iliar with the 
Saugerties library or with chil­ 
dren’s books, she will help you 
to locate m aterial on your child’s 
reading level. 
"Despite 
all 
the 
care 
with 
which this selection is made, it 
is 
fu sib le 
that 
you will 
get 
your child and his book home 
only to discover that he can’t 
read it. Read it to him. Many 
parents seem to 
feel that 
by 
the time a child has reached the 
second or third grade in school 
he should be on his own in read­ 
ing. It 
isn t that simple. 
For 
several 
years yet his interests 
may continue to lie more 
ad­ 
vanced 
and complex than 
his 
reading ability. By reading to 
him, even occasionally, you help 
to increase his vocabulary, and 
keep alive his interest in books 
for the day when he really will 
be able to read them for him­ 
self. 
"After having done some re­ 
search on a topic, if your child 
still 
shows 
interest 
in 
it, 
he 
might be encouraged to write a 
story about it to be taken 
to 
school for a show and tell period, 
or as a project. This may in­ 


volve some help from you in die 
way of spelling, 
but 
let 
the 
ideas and the sentence structure 
be his own. It could even be IL 
lust rated by his own drawings 
or with magazine pictures. 
Among the things which most 
interest children are the small 
forms of wildlife which they find 
in their own backyard* or in 
neighboring 
fields 
and 
woods. 
The 
child 
who 
has 
a 
small 
stream or marshy area near his 
home is indeed fortunate, for 
here he can find frogs, turtles 
and fish as well aa the usual in­ 
sects, 
caterpillers and 
butter­ 
flies. 
"Children can be encouraged 
to keep these things in proper 
container*, 
observe 
them 
for 
awhile, and then let them go. 
These tem porary pet* can even 
be brought to school if they are 
suitably caged and will not be 
a problem on the bu*. 
"Children enjoy making col­ 
lection* of almost anything. A 
few 
scientific 
possibilities 
are 
leaves, seeds, stones, insects and 
wild flowers. A* part of a fami­ 
ly project, a child might help to 
build and maintain a bird feed­ 
er. A bird book should be avail­ 
able to identify unknown species. 
Occasionally there are excellent 
programs on TV on animal and 
plant life. W ithin the limits of 
safety and 
their own manual 
dexterity, children can learn to 
use simple tools and machines 
around home. Lot them share re­ 
sponsibility for caic of a family 
pet. If you have a garden, allot 
some space to each child. 
"In 
and 
around 
Saugerties 
there are a number of places 
suitable for a family visit and of 
spacial interest to your primary 
grader. Many children visited the 
local firehouses during Fire P re­ 
vention Week. The Hudson River 


offers opportunities for swim­ 
ming, 
fishing, watching trains 
and ship* go by, and observing 
the tides. Fishing trips should be 
for girls as well as boys. There 
are still brick yards in operation 
in Kingston. The Catskill Game 
Farm is nationally known for Its 
extensive collection of unusual 
animals. Fruit orchards attract 
visitors in spring and fall. 
A dairy farm is always an in­ 
tereating place. Saugerties Res­ 
ervoir is a vital part of our com­ 
munity. Rocks in the area of the 
Glasco 
standpipe 
are 
covered 
with small fossil*. Seamon’s Park 
on Malden Avenue has a beauti­ 
ful display of flowers In the sum­ 
m er as well as picnic facilities 
and playground equipment for 
children. New buildings offer a 
chance to watch construction in 
progress. Fishing and swimming 
spots and beautiful scenery can 
be found along the Esopus Creek. 
Take a trip across the Kingstoh- 
Rhinecliff Birdge. A visit to his 
father’* place of work can pro­ 
vide a real thrill ior a youngster. 
This is not an exhaustive list by 
any means. You’ll think of many 
other possibilities. 
"W ith the Christm as season 
approaching 
once 
more, 
don’t 
forget the great variety of scien­ 
tific toys. 
"Science is all around us every 
day. Don’t limit it to the class­ 
room. Enjoy it with your chil­ 
dren.”

“Indu stry , whose tax es are as­ 
sessed according to size — the 
same as the home owner — does 
not requ ire the same serv ices. 
The rev enu e deriv ed from in­ 
du stry ’s tax es nev ertheless does 
broaden the tax base in that 
this rev enu e helps pay part of 
the costs which are ev er increas­ 
ing with the increase of popu la­ 
tion. 
Zoning Conflict 
“Anotlier problem ex pressed at 
the pu blic hearing w as the ‘ con­ 
flict of hav ing an area zoned for 
an indu strial district and-or resi­ 
dential district. It was felt that 
no one wou ld bu ild a home w here 
light indu stry cou ld be estab­ 
lished. Ideally , areas zoned for 
indu stry 
shou ld 
ex clu de 
resi­ 
dencies. Bu t as of now, no indu s­ 
try is imminent; and in a ru ral 
area su ch as ou rs it w’ou ld prob­ 
ably be considered u nreasonable 
and confiscatory to prohibit resi­ 
dences in an indu strial district. 
Therefore, the Zoning Commis­ 
sion proposed that su itable in­ 
du strial sites also hav e a resi­ 
dential rating; thereby giv ing the 
property owner a choice. 
“Today , the indu strial dev el­ 
oper often looks for land as at­ 
tractiv e as that sou ght by the 
home seeker, and certainly nev er 
has considered swampy , rocky or 
otherwise ex pensiv e sites as pos­ 
sibilities. Becau se the stringent 
regu lations stated in the Per­ 
formance Standards for light in­ 
du stry in the proposed Zoning 
Ordinance, any indu stry locating 
in ou r towrn wou ld be compelled 
to be a good neighbor. Also any 
indu stry 
wishing 
to 
establish 
here wou ld hav e to present its 
plans to the Town Board for ap­ 
prov al, after Planning Board re­ 
v iew’, pu blic notice and hearing. 
In v iew of this, a site that had 
been bu ilt u p by hou sing w’ou ld 
in all probability be v etoed as an 
indu strial area.”
